Say “sailboat regatta” to

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Lottery no solution | 
to education costs 


Property taxes remain the main staple for funds

The kids are going back to 
school and the moms and dads 
are worrying about school vio- 
lence, what their kids need in 
the way of clothes and vacci- 
nations and maybe even the 
scarcity of substitute teachers. 

If the parents are still pay- 
ing their property taxes, about 
two thirds of which go to the 
schools, they are asking the 
same question they do every 
year at this time: Why can’t 
the state pay more of the cost 
of education? 

Indeed, last week the 
Associated Press reported the 
state is paying about 38 per- 
cent of all federal-state-local 
spending on elementary and 
secondary education in 1999- 
2000. That's significantly less 
than 20 years ago, when the 
state was paying about 42 per- 
cent, and about the same as 10 
years ago. 

Why” Raising the figure to 
the magic 51 percent suggest- 
ed by the state constitution 
would mean finding another $2 
billion, in effect raising the 
state income tax again or the 
state sales tax, the only ones 
broad enough to do the job. 

Over the last two decades, 
the movement by the educa- 
lion lobby, parents and even 
politicians toward using the 
state income and sales taxes 
to finance the schools has 
ebbed and flowed like the 
tides. But unlike the tides, it 
has failed to make any real 
progress in eroding the rock- 

solid opposition of voters. 

The governor and legisla- 
tors understandably have 
declined to commit political 
suicide by raising the taxes, 
anyway 

While the state’s share of 
total school spending may be 
the top measure, the school’s 
share of major state spending 
runs a close second. That’s 
elementary and secondary 
education’s share of the 
state’s general revenue funds, 
which comes from the income 
and sales taxes and go for 
education, prisons, welfare 
and other major programs. 

And that number's a little 
brighter. About 29 percent of 
all state GRF spending is 
going for elementary and sec- 
ondary education this year, 
nearly double the 15 percent of 
20 years ago, but up only 
slightly from the 27 percent of 
10 years ago. 

Why? There was 1989's 
income tax hike but no other 
major action came until 1997's 
creation of a minimum level 
for spending per student, with 
state grants to bring the poor- 
est districts up to their level. 

Everyone agreed then to 
take a different tack: to use 
the improving economy or the 
so-called “natural growth” in 
tax revenue, rather than the

artificial growth of a tax 
increase, to solve at least the 
poorest schools part of the 
problem 

Yet, the South Suburbs, for 
example, and other parts of 
the state where schools are 
often poor but not the poorest, 
say they’re still waiting for 
their turn for help. But that’s 
another issue, rewriting the 
state aid formula, not refi- 
nancing it. 

Will there ever be enough 
money for education in 
Illinois? Or are our schools 
the classic bottomless pit? 

Other states post higher 
percentages of state spending 
for schools, but are their edu- 
cation lobbies, parents and 
politicians satisfied? 

Illinois may never reach 
the magic 51 percent, much 
less take the plunge and 
switch from the local property 
tax to the state income or 
sales taxes, unless voters real- 
ize how much elementary and 
second education actually 
costs. Not so much the cost 
locally. Many taxpayers have 
some idea of that. But the cost 
statewide. Do they know that? 

If they did, those of us con- 
nected with state government 
still wouldn’t be answering the 
question, “Why doesn’t the lot- 
tery pay for education?” 

Here’s why: 

The total federal-state-local 
spending on the 2 million stu- 
dents, the 22,000 administra- 
tors, teachers and staff and 
the 900 grade school, high 
school and unit school districts 
in Illinois in 1999-2000 will top 
$16 billion. That’s $16 billion. 
The federal share will be 
about $1 billion, the state 
share about $6 billion and the 
local share about $9 billion. 

Just how much is $16 bil- 
lion? To the state, it’s nearly 
75 percent of the total $22 bil- 
lion available in the GRF this 
year, that is, 75 percent of all 
major state spending this 
year. In fact, it’s more than 
the total $14 billion the state 
will see from the income and 
sales taxes combined this 
year. And it’s 20 times, yes, 
that’s 20 times, more than the 
total $790 million the state will 
see from the lottery and river- 
boat gambling combined this 
year. 

Moms and dads asking why 
the state can’t pay more of the 
cost of education should ask 
themselves where they'd get 
the money.

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KidCare program helps limited-income 
families with health care for children 


General Assembly passes measures to educate families who might qualify about benefits of KidCare

No single issue is more 
important to the well being of 
our children than proper 
health care and adequate 
health insurance. Many work- 
ing families fall through the 
cracks because their employ- 
ers may not offer health insur- 
ance or the premiums are too 
expensive. 

In response the state has 
implemented a program called 
KidCare. I have written about 
the program in the past in an 
effort to help publicize the ben- 
efits. 

KidCare is a state-provided 


| health insurance program 


designed to help families with 
limited income. The biggest 
problem with KidCare is that 
not enough people know about 
it. While the program has been 
in existence for more than a 
year, only 33,000 of the 191,000 
eligible children are currently 
enrolled. 

Families with incomes up 
to 133 percent of the federal 
poverty level or $22,211 for a 
family of four are eligible for 
the program. A family of four 
earning up to $30,895 is eligible 
for benefits with some co-pay- 


ments or premiums required. 

‘This session the General 
Assembly passed several mea- 
sures designed to educate 
more families about the bene- 
fits of KidCare. House Bill 
1399 requires the Department 
of Public Aid to develop proce- 
dures to allow youth service 
agencies, employers, labor 
unions, local chambers of 
commerce and religious orga- 
nizations to assist in enrolling 
children in the KidCare pro- 
gram. 

Another important mea- 
sure, House Bill 1732, will 
allow community providers 
and schools to act as sites to 
enroll children. Both of these 


measures were recently signed 


into law. 

Pregnant women also quali- 
fy for KidCare. The impor- 
tance of prenatal care is well 
documented. Not only will pre- 
natal care avoid long-term 
health problems for both 
mother and child and save 
money - it's the right thing to 
do. That's why we have an 
obligation to help spread the 
word about this worthy pro- 
gram. 

It is our hope that these 
measures will help boost the

“It’s important that they 
know what is happening in the 
group, and it is important that 
they inform us to what is hap- 
pening at home,” Leffler said 

In addition to caregivers 
information, Leffler said, the 
children’s assessments 
enables BHS professionals and 





psychiatrists to determine ifa 
child will require professional 
help. 

“Sometimes caregivers and 
teachers ask whether kids are 
being kids or if their behavior 
requires counseling,” Leffler 
said. “I tell them to ask 
friends and family members 
how they view their child’s 
behavior and how it compares 
to their child’s.” 

Leffler also said that refer-

Scam artists now use ordinary numbers 


Identity theft newest trend in crime; thieves obtaining bogus credit cards

Thieves no longer need to 
pick your pocket to steal your 
money. 
That's the 
warning 
from Sgt. 
Scott 
Evers of the Edwardsville 
Police Department. 

Identity theft is the newest 
wave in crime, Evers said, 
and a few crucial numbers can 
lead to more damage than any 
ordinary cat burglar ever 
caused. 

The department has 
received several calls recently 
about telephone solicitors call- 
ing Edwardsville residents to 
verify” crucial information 
such as credit card numbers, 
bank account numbers and, 
most importantly, Social 
Security numbers. 

“We want to alert residents 
that these scams do happen,” 
Evers said. "They say they 
need to verify these numbers, 
and then they can take them 
and go out and apply for new 
credit cards under your name 
and Social Security number. 
Then they go out and buy all 
kinds of things with your iden- 
tity.” 

The end result is that the 
duped consumers are left to 
prove themselves innocent 
when credit card companies 
track down the person it 
thought it was doing business 
with the whole time. Often the 
thief is long gone, if he or she 
was even nearby in the first 
place. Evers said many cases 
originate several states away. 

“We can‘t emphasize 
enough that you do not want to 
give that information out over 
the phone when you don't 
know who you're giving it to,” 
Evers said, adding that he has 
seen cases of such theft that 
have ruined the financial 
records of several innocent 
people

Other common scams 
involve "companies" making 
“courtesy calls" to sell a prod- 
uct that can immediately be 
reserved, processed or 
ordered by disclosure of a 
credit card number and sup- 
porting information. 

The Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation has 
warned that Y2K fears have 
given con artists another tool 
they can use to scare con- 
sumers into revealing finan- 
cial information. Posing as a 
bank employee, they ask vic- 
tims to confirm - actually 
reveal - financial numbers 
under the guise of Y2K prepa- 
rations. Then they obtain a 
new set of credit cards and 
head out to do a little holiday 
shopping. 

"The important thing to 
remember is that your credit 
card company would already 
have that information,” Evers 
said. "If they call you saying 
they are from your credit card 
company or bank, don't tell 
them your account numbers. 
Call them back using the 
phone numbers from your own 
records.” 

The FDIC has issued sever 
al guidelines to protect con- 
sumers from swindlers. They 
suggest walking away or hang- 
ing up the phone if: 

¢ The offer is from an unfa- 
miliar company, often without 
a street address or direct tele- 
phone number; 

» The person or company 
won't give you the written 
details of the offer; 

e You're asked to give cash, 
a check, or your credit card or 
bank account number before 
you receive goods or services; 

*° The salesperson uses 
high-pressure tactics or is

was granted his right to 
cross-examine Coleman 
regarding the incriminating 
statements, the Illinois 
Supreme Court said. 

Williams’ retrial is expect- 
ed to take place later this 
year. He is eligible to face the 
death penalty. 

Coleman was not eligible 
for the death penalty because 
the state waived the penalty 
during the first trial to try 
Williams and Coleman togeth- 
er. 

On Tuesday, prosecutor 
Keith Jensen attempted to 
enter into evidence a purport- 
ed letter written to him by 


Coleman in which Coleman 
allegedly offers to cooperate 
with the state's investigation 
of Williams. 

However, Coleman's attor- 
ney, John Delaney of East 
Alton, said he never had seen 
the letter until just before 
Tuesday's hearing and suc- 
cessfully lobbied the judge to 
keep it out of evidence. 

Delaney noted the letter 
was hand-printed, whereas 
every correspondence he has 
had with Coleman was in cur- 
sive. 

"There is nothing to show 
who actually wrote it - includ- 
ing the many rats the state 
has had in this case,"' he said. 

The second trial featured 
testimony against Coleman by 


three former jail mates, who 
said that Coleman had con- 
fessed his involvement in the 
mass murder to them. 

Jensen said Coleman was 
the architect of a plan to steal 
drugs and money from one of 
the victims that led instead to 
the murders of four people in 
one trailer - David Thompson, 
Marion Jennings, Bedford 
Jennings and Cedric Gardner - 
and a man in a neighboring 
trailer, Jeff Mosby, who may 
have been a witness. 

The state has maintained 
that Coleman killed 
Thompson, who lived in the 
first trailer, then ordered 
Williams and Towns to shoot 
the others. 





Energy assistance programs now available

People of modest means 
are being urged to check out 
federal_energy assistance pro- 
grams as more dollars appear 
in the pipeline.

received $300,000 in emer- 
gency cooling funds to help 
low-income households with 
their electric service, accord- 
ing to Roshelle Williams- 
Gardner, the program coordi- 
nator. 

Community Development 
director Cheryl Jouett said the 
amount of federal money com- 
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necology 


ing into the county for cooling 
and heating has been on the 
increase. 

“Last year, we had to turn 
back $180,000,” she said. 

Many people may be eligi- 
ble without realizing it, she 
said. 

Williams-Gardner said 
emergency cooling assistance 
became available earlier this 
month after a serious heat 
wave in July. 

“Cooling assistance will be 
provided for electric service, 
including emergency services 
payments for reconnection, 
fans and, in cases of medically 
necessitated cooling, air condi- 
tioners or air conditioner 
repair,” Williams said. 

Only households with senior 
citizens (age 60 or over), with 
children under age 6 or with 
medically necessitated cooling 
needs may apply. 

Applicants must meet 
income guidelines. For a four- 
person household, the previous 
gross y income may not 
exceed $1,712. A one-person 
household may_earn no more 
than $839 to qualify, while an 
eight-person household may 
earn $2,876 and qualify. 

Applications for emergency 
cooling assistance will be 
accepted through Aug. 31. The 
heating assistance program 
will be announced later.

If your answer is “‘no” to 
most of these questions, you’re 
at a real disadvantage when 
it’s time to evaluate offers 
made on your timber, said 
Bolin. Seek help from either a 
consulting forester or a district 
forester from the Illinois 
Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The district forester can 
provide limited timber sales 
assistance — taking an 
inventory of your woodland, 
marking the trees for sale and 
providing a list of licensed 
timber buyers. A list of recent 
prices for timber throughout 
Tilinois is available from your 











Cooperative 
office. 

While there is a fee for the 
services of a consulting 
forester, the expertise they 
provide in merchandising your 
timber frequently offsets the 
fee and, Bolin added, can put 
money in your pocket. In 
additi to providing the same 
help as a district forester, a 
consulting forester can 
determine fair market value of 
your tre recommended 
buyers or loggers, solicit bids, 
conduct the sale for you and 
act as your agent during 
harvesi.

— a legal description of the 
property and a map showing 
directions to the property; 

— a listing of the timber for 
sale by board foot volume and 
by each species; 

the type of sale (sealed 
bid, auction) 

— a closing date for bids; 

— the time period allotted 
for buyers to inspect the 
timber and whether prior 
permission is needed (six 
weeks prior to the sale date is 
an acceptable time limit); 

— the location, date and 
starting time of the sale; 

— if any bid deposit is 
required with the bid; 

how full payment is to be 
made, 

— and where a copy of the 
sale contract can be reviewed

“The owner 
reserves the right to refuse 
any and all bids.’’ Without it, 
Bolin cautioned, you may be

The spirits still moved 
movie-goers this weekend to 
“Sixth Sense,” making it the 

third movie in history after

Again, the question is why. 

Why make another live- 
action movie out of another 
baby boomer TV institution? 
Why give it a bad script and 
put talented actors in roles 
where questionable scripting 
and plotless meandering muz- 
zle them?

performance replete with 
war paint and feathers. "This 
is so authentic," she gushes. 

The best turn comes from v 
Eric Idle, a whiskey-addled 
prospector who befriends the 
dethroned Dudley and turns 
out to be a zenlike mentor . 
and, in the end, something far 
more. Robert Prosky makes a 
perfect Inspector Fenwick, 
and Alex Rocco is great fun as 
the chief of the Kumquat 
Nation. 


The best part of the whole 
affair occurs before the movie 
begins: a new "Fractured 
Fairy Tale," narrated by a guy 
who sounds remarkably like 
the late Edward Everett 
Horton, the original narrator. 


There are a couple of 
laugh-out-loud moments, 
Snidely Whiplash and his pie 
right-hand man take mud 
baths together. A group of 
"Brooklyn Indians" called.the 
"Kumquat Nation" (including 
one named Standing Room 
Only) do Riverdance num- 
bers, And, just months after 
the "South Park" movie, 
Canada is skewered again: 
"This just in," says a news 
anchorman, "Scientists say 
Canadian Bacon is actually 
ordinary ham." 


"Dudley Do-right" does 
sport a bit of Leslie 
Nielsenesque deadpan sensi- 
bility, but ultimately it's a 90- 
minute obstacle course of 
overdone slapstick and unsuc- 
co attempts at being sar- 

onic. 


This sort of outing is 
becoming a big-screen 
"Through the Looking Glass": 
As cartoons become smarter 
(witness this summer's "The 
Iron Giant"), movies from car- 
toons become more stupid. 
"Dudley Do-right” is a kiddie 
matinee; if you're an adult, me 
rent a video of the old car- 
toons instead.

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Good performances, but this film never 
really grabs the audience like it should 


From its grainy, unfocused 
opening sequence, it’s clear 
that nothing about “In Too 
Deep” will be clear. 

Not the characters - they 

fluctuate from flashes of rag- 
ing sadism to tender charity. 

Certainly not the story- it 
meanders from one violent — 
scene to the next before arriv- 

ing at its startling climax. 

One thing’s for sure: “In 
Too Deep” is an extremely 
raw, disturbing film which — 
sometimes goes over the top in 
its brutality. 
~~ Omar Epps plays Jeff Cole, 
a cocky young narcotics offi- 
cer for the Cincinnati Police 
Department. Jeff goes under- 
cover to bring down a drug 
lord nicknamed God (L.L. Cool 
J). No cop has been able to 
penetrate God’s operation, 
based in the projects, but Jeff 

is sure he can. After all, he 
grew up in the projects. Plus, 

~» he has boundless faith in his 
abilities. 

In his undercover persona 
of J. Reid; Jeff gets sucked 
into God's world. He hangs out 
with God’s deputies, befriends 
them, becomes one of them. 
Soom he loses sight of the man 
he used to be and is torn 
between answering to his lieu- 
tenant (Stanley Tucci) and his 
new boss. : 

He also struggles to balance 
his police work with his other 
passion, a beautiful, sweet 
dancer named Myra (Nia 
Long) with whom he could find 
true happiness for the first 
time. 

Everything in Jeff’s world 
is a contradiction. 

4 God dominates the projects 
through his drug cartel, yet he 
drops a ton of cash each year 
on a Thanksgiving dinner for 
poor people. 


The drug dealers coldly 
engage in illegal, immoral 
activity, but many are mar- 
ried with children and they’re 
steadfastly loyal to each other. 
Several of them attend the 
baptism of God’s infant son, 
and one serves as the godfa- 
ther. As he cradles his infant 
son, God tells his friends 
proudly, “He’s gonna be some- 
thing someday.” 

Despite these intriguing 
complexities, the story from 
screenwriters Paul Aaron and 
Michael Henry Brown never 
really hooks the viewer. 

The harsh treatment of 
women is especially hard to 
watch, from the words the 
male characters use to 
describe them to the ease with 
which God beats a woman he 
thinks has stolen from him. He 
picks her up by her hair from 
the sidewalk as she screams 
and cries, then sticks a gun in 
her mouth - all in front of his 
son, who’s strapped into a car 
seat in God’s BMW. 
| Most of the performances 
are strong, especially Epps’ as 
the man caught in the middle. 
He shows a wide range of emo- 
tions as his two worlds tug at 
him. He’s brazen and rebel- 
lious at times, scared and tor- 
mented at others. 

Tucci, as a stable, soft-spo- 
ken voice of reason, again dis- 

‘plays his range. We saw this 
spring as a wily Puck in 
“William Shakespeare's A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream,” 
last year as “Winchell,” for 
which he won a Golden Globe, 
and in 1996 as a high-strung 
Italian restaurant owner in 
“Big Night.” 

L.L. Cool J never truly 
embodies his character's vil- 
lainy, though. Even at his cru- 
elest moments, he still comes

off as a nice guy - his sweet 
baby face betrays him. 


Pam Grier as a member of 
the undercover detective team 
is one of the few strong female 
characters in the film, and her 
presence provides an element 
of peace. But her time on 
screen is way too short. 


Michael Rymer’s direction 
often relies on quick pans and 
extreme close-ups of faces, 
guns and knives, providing an 
engrossing tension, enhanced 
by the thumping bass of gangs- 
ta rap in nearly every scene. 


The lighting also enhances 
the film’s moeds. Epps and 
Long sit before a fireplace dur- 
ing a quiet talk, and its golden 
glow warms them. Later, 
bright white headlights splash 
across Epps’ face before he 
enters a drug bust in the film’s 
climax. 

“In Too Deep,” a Miramax 
release, is rated R for strong 
language, violence and drug 
use. Running time: 105 min- 
utes.
